'my Defign being intitcly Prafiical, I 
Ihall juft mention, that the Small-Tock^ 
are a Diftempcr, iho' moftly Epidemical, yet 
at firit commonly brought into a Place 
by fome Perfon who has that Diftem^ 
per upon hira. The Contagion is propaga* 
ted by a fmall Quantity of a fubtle Venom, 
which infinuates itlelf by the Pores of 
the Body into the Mafs of Blood ; where 
it excites an Inflammatory Stimulus, which is 
heighten'd into a Fever, preceded,and attend- 
ed with more or lefs dangerous Symptoms 
as the concurring epidemical Malignity is 
more oriels violent. This Fever is fticceeded 
by the breaking out of Puftules, either di- 
ftind, or running all into pnc, fometimcs 
coming after a proper Time to a good Sup- 
puration, fometimes filling with Water, wirh 
fi^Jood fometimes, and often attended with 
purple Spots in the Interftices between 
the Puflulcs. Thcfe, if they be a favourable 
Kind^ come to a compleat Suppuration by

a longer Time paOes away even to the 
14th Day, in Proportion to [the |MaIignicy. 
Then a ftccffld Fever fucceeds always more

bed to, well knowing that that alone, care-'

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'M^ady, if it be not accoippanicd either 
with an uncommon Malignity, or fail on an 
othcrwifc DJftempcrcd Body; or Nature be 
not diftiirbed from its falutary Motions, by 
an over hafty and improper Medication. 



BUT hUedmg how u.feful foever, nay | 
almoft abiblutely neccffary it is, in leveral 
inflammatory Fevers ; in this Cafe I could 
only allow it prevcntionally, or at moft in 
the very Beginning \i:her the Patient as 
yet feels but feme fljght Diforder tending- 
to the Small Tocks^ at which Time, if the J 
Blood abounds in (^ ant icy, a Diminution] 
may be advifeable, before t^fae Malignai^J 
Miafiiijhas exerted itfelftoo much. Then aj-l 
lone it anfwers the Expeftation which thofe- J 
who favour Venacfedion, top often fiattecj 
themfelves with in vain, efpecially if ad*i 
miniftred after the manner above-mentioned^ 
By way of Prevention, it fhould be recom. ^ 
mended to all plethoric Pcifons, where and 
when ever this Diftempcr is among the Peo- 
ple, together with (bme Preparatives capable 
to attenuate the Fluids, and to promot?

lignant^Matter by that i^eans beconjing an 
oVer-matich, Nature is i;y)|: able to iree thp 
inward and nobler Parts from it's over-pow- 
prful EQemy, and if not One in Fifty .fur^ 
yives.wl^p is blooded immediately 41^-^ tit 
U.' 'L ^Tin^c 
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[Time of the "Eruption, or fomc Time after 
(which is a Tcry modeft Computation) 
bleediug may very well be deemed an ha- 
ardous and uncertain Expedient. Thole 
^ho hold with letting Blood, fay I'o Juftifi- 
•cation of it, that by diminiftiing the Quan- 
Room is made for the Attenuation of the 
Az& by diluting Liquors, that the Velocity 
the Circulation which hinders all Secre- 
tions and Excretions, is thereby moderated, 
1 the Separation of the malignant Matter 
Bis promoted. All this only holds true, when 
•bleeding has been adminiftred in due Time, 
I I have before hinted ; but at the Time we 
tnow fpeak of, it produces quite different 
EfFe6ls, viz. It aqy fmsU Eruption hasbeen 
obferved, it now dilappears, if the Pullules have 
begun to plump, they now flatten, and dent 
the Pulfc which before was fwift and ele- 
vated, is now as quick as ever, but weak and 
fleprelTed, and loon after, according to which 
lof the Vifcera the returning Malignity has 
IdireSed it's Courfe j fuitablc bad Symptoms 
I follow. Whence I conclude, if there were 
I no other way of attenuating the Blood, and 
lempcrating the Pever, without ^impairing 
^ " * 'the 
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the Strength of the Patient, it would the^ 
be more allowable to try even a doubtful 
Kemcdy, rather than attempt nothing for 
the Relief of the Patient: But fince there 
are otheiv ways, and the Materia Medka af- 
fords Remedies efficacious enough to anfwer 
thofe Ends, without running fo great an 
Hazard of the Patient's Life, it jsjnftly to 
be condemned, for which Realon it becomes 
the Duty of every honcft Phyfician, to be- 
ftir himfclf in order to find out a Method 
more fafe and furc. If bleeding then is no 
warrantable in the Beginning of the Erup 
tion, it is much more unjuftifiable in the loj 
cond Fever, For who knows not that th 
Fever is occafioned by the Inflamation ofl 
the Skin between the Puftules, whereoj 
Perlpiration is hindered, and it is height'no 
by a greater or lefs Return of purulent Mat. 
tcr into the Mais of Blood, abforbed aiMl 
carrieil back again by the capillary Veflela 
whence in Proportion to the QuantityS 
fometimes very dreadful Appearances ar^ 
prodnced. And is not this Return ftill more 
incouraged by bleeding ? Shall we endcavoui^ 
prepofteroufly to draw that to the CenterJ 
whicM 
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which Nature has fo much laboured to drive .^ 
t» the Circumference? Such Rafiincft isat.| 
ways accompanied with fome of the loUow^ 
ing melancholly Attendants, yiz. Delirium^l 
Quinfie, fwelling of the Joints, Inipofthumeil 
in fcvcral Parts of the Body, or which is f 
worfe, Inflamation of the Lungs, Liver,! 
Pleurify, and Death itfelf at laft.

Inftcad of producing the defired Effed, ao-

AStotheSalia Media, they certainly are 
veryuieful, fuiting in all Rcfpcfts a tempe- 
rate Regimen, and are often exhibited with 
good Succefs when the Thickncfs of the 
Blood is chiefly in Fault, But Experience 
has fmcc taught me that neither thefe, nor 
the moft cxa£t Obfervancc of a due Regimen 
joined with them arc able to prevent thofc 
finiftcr Symptoms a nulignant epidemical 
Pock brings along with it, much Icfs to re- 
move them, when they have already taken 
Place, This fatisfied me of the Neceflity of 
looking out for a Remedy which beCdes al- 
tering the Texture of the Fluids, by the 
Subtiity of its Particles, and Balfkmic as 
well as alexipharmic Vcrtue, fhould be able 
to corred as well ai expel the Venom of 
this Di Item per. 

AFTER fevcral Tryals with various Suc- 
cefs, I have at lafl met with, and contrived a 
Medicine, which I may modcltly prefurae is 
endo^ved with the juft mentioned Properties^ 



having experienced its good Effeft Ibm^ 
Years ago in Londcfn\ in fb much that out o( 
one hundred Small Tock Patients who were 
under my Care within the Courfe of two 
Years I loft but one. However ttncerity ob- 
lidgcs me td own, that the tSw/j// 7ocks were 
not during that whole Time generally malig- 
nant, forfoine had tliem favourably and the 
Matter in otherswho*had toe confident Kind 
came in moft by the eighth Day t(ii, gdtid Sop- 
puration j but whether this laft otignt to be; 
attributed to the Vcrme of my Remedy, or 
rather the good Conftitution of the Patiehts

I had firft experienced itffEffcd in an Epide- 
jnical Pock generally accompanied with very 
bad Symptoms, and a worie could fcarcc hap- 
■pen, than what raged at Notlhtgham this 
r736th Year, from, the Beginning of May, 
to.the Beginning of September.

WHAT has hitherto been iaid concerning 
this Method, ought to be undciltood, not 
odly of the S7Jiall-T6cks, , but the MeaJIes^ 
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and ail other exanthcmatic Fevers, Nay even 
all other inflammatory Fevers will yield to 
this Method, if fome additional Cautions be 
obfervcd, 

BtJT where the Small 'Pocks are accom- 
panied with an impaired Confiitution, or j 
Complication of other Difbrders ; all cannolll 
be expected from the propofed Remedy, aoi 
the Skill and Difcrction of a Phyfician, 
ought to dire£l him to fuch collateral Helps 
as are fuited to the Cafe in Hand.
